Stalin Predicts 
Two-Way Invasion 


PAST TWO YEARS

Two years ago today, Lt. Gen. 


Joseph W. Stilwell and his beaten 
allied troops started their retreat 
from Burma.

man yoke Into their own hands." 


The Red army's task cannot be 


limited to throwing the Germans 
out of Russian aoll, he declared, "a 
wounded beast who has gone into 
his lair does not cease to be a 
dangerous one." 


Stalin said that American and
